(GREAT BRITAIN AND EGYPT 


'Mhe murder of Sir Lee Stack,

between Great Britain and Egypt. The 
immediate apology offered by the 
(Dgyptian Prime Minister, as well as 
|the Bgyptian ‘King, has rightly ‘been 
treated as quite imadequate by thea 
British Government. If the Egyptian 
Government had mot encouraged a 
bitter anti+British agitation, this mur- 
der would not have taken place. If 
the Egyptian Government is not made 
to pay heavily and directly for the 
murder, others will almost certainly 
follow it. No mere verbal apologies 
or remonstrances will put an end to 
that sort of thing. If any old- 
fashioned power had been ruling 
Hgypt, the answer to this crime would 
have been the prompt execution of 
some ‘hundreds of leading Egyptians 
and the possible handing over of the 
Egyptian capital to the troops of the 
governing power for looting and des- 
truction. Methods of that sort had a 
sort of merit of their own, and were 
at least thoroughly understood by peo- 
‘ple like the Egyptians, who are one of 
the most despicable and unattractive 
races in the world. The British Gov: 
ernment will, of course, do nothing of 
the sort, but if it were to arrest a 
considerable number of the Egyptian 
leaders and hold them as hostages for 
the fluture good behaviour of the rest 
of their countrymen, it would be an 
excellent thing for Egypt. The Indian 
Mutiny was quelled by methods of 
sudh sternness as to impress ‘them- 
selves for a generation on the people 
of India, and the peace which ‘has re- 
sulted has been of untold blessing to 
that country. The lesson seems unfor- 
tunately to be in course of being for-

day. “If,” he said, “you take a miser- 
able, half-starved dog and feed it and 
make it ‘happy and comfortable, it 
won't turn and bite you.

THE END OF THE 

RUSSIAN TREATIES 


The new British Government, as 
was to be expected, has denounced the 
treaties which the Labour  Govern- 
ment made with Soviet Russia. It 
has also declared its belief in the 
authenticity of the famous Livonieff 
letter, whose publication on the eve of 
the late general election did so much 
to ruin the Labour party's chances of 
success. It is quite possible that this 
may lead to the breaking off of all 
relations between Great Britain and 
Soviet Russia, and, if so, veyr few in- 
telligent people can regret the fact for 
a moment. _ It is as foolish to try to 
maintain friendly relations with the 
Soviet Government as it is to do so in 
privete life with a homicidal maniat.

THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION 


Last week the Red Deer Advocata 
had the following on the Egyptian 
question: 

“The tragic trouble in Egypt comes 
unfortunately after the British elec- 
tion. The Labor government would 
probably have referred the main poll- 
tical claims of the British note to the 
League of Nations, and would have 
contented itself with apology and: re- 
paration, and guarantees for future 
security. But the present British 
claims revert pretty closely to the old 
suzerainty over Egypt, though they are 
covered ‘by ia Soudan policy, and Brit- 
ain’s claim to act for foreign interests 
in Egypt without asking the consent 
of all the foreign governments con- 
cerned seriously Mimits their action— 
these foreigners would ‘sooner act 
through the League of Nations in all 
probability. The world has moved 
a long way since the beginning of the 
war, and the old-time tshirt-sleeve 
diplomacy is out of date.” 

This is very like the Advocate. But 
we quote the opinion of Lioyd George 
as an antidote. It is well worth 
reading: 

“Whatever opinion may be formed 
of the developments in Egypt, they 
certainly ought not to have taken any- 
one ‘by surprise. 

The murder of the sirdar in clear 
daylight in the streets of Cairo and 
the easy escape of the assassins is 
the culmination of a series of inei- 
dents which constitute a challenge to 
the British Dmpire to protect its 
subjects against outrage, when thay 
are engaged in discharging a duty at 
its call and on its behalf. 

Honor Demands Protection 

There are those who say we ought 
not to be there at all and that Egypt 
ought to be as entirely Egyptian as 
British is British. The late Labor 
ministry did not take that view of 
our responsibilties in Egypt, nor did 
the Liberal government of 1906-1914. 

But surely, so long ‘as we are repre- 
sented by officials who discharge 
funations at our request, honor de- 


mands that we should protect them 
to the utmost of our power. 
The point was put ‘by Mr. Roose- 


velt, with the forcible directness that 
characterized abl his utterances, in a 
remarkable speech he delivered at 
the Mansion House, during his visit to 
Burope in 1910. 

His words are so relevant to the 
present situation that I can do no 
better than quote them: 

‘It was with this primary object of 
establishing order that you went into 
Bgypt 28 years ago, and chief and 
ample justification for your presence 
in Egypt was this absolute necessity 
of order being established from with- 
out, coupled with your ability and 
willingness to establish it. Now either 
you ‘have the right to be in Egypt, or 
you have not; either it is or it is nox 
your duty to establish and keep order. 
If you feel that you have not the right 
to be in Egypt, if you do not wish to 
establish and keep order there, why 
then ‘by alt means get out of Egypt. 
Tf, as I hope, you feel that your duty 
to civilized mankind and your fealty 
to your own great traditions alike hid 
you to stay, then make fact and name 
agree and show that you are ready to 
meet, in every deed, the responsibility 
which is yours.’ 

Thing, Not Form, Vital 

“It is the thing, not the form, which 
is vital; if the present forms of gov- 
ernment in Dgypt, established by you’ 
in the hope that they would help the 
Egyptiaus upward, merely serve td 
provoke and permit disorder, then it 
is for you to alter the forms, for, if 
you stay in Egypt, it is your first 
duty to keep order and, above all 
things, also to punish murder and to 
bring ‘to justice all who directly or in- 
directly incite others to commit mur- 
der or condone crime when it is com- 
mitted.” 


NO NEED FOR ANY 
ALARM IN EGYPT; 
SEVERAL ARRESTS 


One British, Two Syrians and Many 
Egyptian Soldiers Killed in Uprising 
at Khartum 


Cairo, November 29.—TIt is under. 
stood here that the Egyptian ,troops in 
the Sudan are giving no trouble to the 
British,and ‘that the mutiny at Khar- 
tum yesterday, in which one British 
and two Syrian physicians were killed 
was limited to about 200 men of the 
11th Regiment. Among them were 
several casualties when the British 
troops fired upon them. The remain- 
der of the Sudanese battalion aided 
the British in overpowering ‘the 
mutineers. 

No undue alarm, it is said, need he 
felt regarding the situation at Khar- 
tum; but it is not known just what 
the exact status’ there is as the tele- 
graph lines are cut. 

The students’ committee yesterday 
published a manifesto declaring its 
opposition to the present Egyptian 
government, and aqalling the atten- 
tion of all chasses of the paople to a 
rumor that efforts are being made to 
form a new party, ‘which will recog- 
nize the acts of the aggressors.” 

The students urge that the entire 
nation pursue a policy of non-cooper- 
ation. They, themselves, have decid- 
ed to remain on strike. 

No Need for Alarm 

London, November 29.—The news 
from Egypt yesterday was less reas- 
suring than on Thursday, but still, {n 
the opinion of the authorities, it 
should not be considered alarming. 

The precautionary process of ar 
resting Nationalist leaders in Egypt, 
whose possible activities are iconsid- 
ered dangerous to the maintenance of 
order, continued yesterday when a 
large number of deputies and other 
prominent persons were placed under 
safe keeping. . 

Engaged in Plots 

Those arrested appearec to be 
mainly men connected with the organ-' 
ization of Former Premier Zagloul 
Pasha, and it is reported some of 
them were engaged in plots against 
the lives of Field Marshal Viscount 
Allenby, the high commissioner, and 
others. It is sald the Egyptian gov- 
ernment itself now ds responsible for 
the business of (interning persons of 
dangerous element who include some 
of the ‘student leaders. The student 
activities, which appeared to have 
ceased upon Zagloul’s advice to re 
frain from agitation, have ‘broken out 
afresh and seem likely to form tho 
center for attracting Nationalistic 
efforts throughout the whole country 
against the British government's de-

CHANGING SEED GRAIN 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

A common question asked by far- 
mers is, “Does it pay to change seed?” 
The inference there is that where the 
same seed has been used on the same 
farm for a few years, it may deter- 
jorate in its ability to produce a profit- 
able crop. It is also a common belief 
that one operating a farm character- 
ized by relatively light ‘soil should 
obtain ‘his seed frequently, from a 
crop which is produced on soil of a 
heavier character and vice versa. 
Some authorities ‘have scoffed at the 
idea that a change of seed is ever 
necessary. They argue that seed 


grown year after year in a_ district 
must of necessity become acclimatized 
and better adapted to the soil condi- 
tions of that district. It is safe to say 
that many farmers have followed this 
advice to their financial loss. Inves- 
tigation and observation have reveal- 
ed the fact that it is not possible to 
lay down any definite rule as to when 
seed should be changed. It is ob- 
vious that certain cincumstances may 
arise to make the change of seed ap- 
pear imperative, even to the casual

observer. For instance, a crop may 
moisture or by some condition which 
has forced premature ripening, ‘as to 
cause the resulting grain to be very 
light and poor. Under such circum- 
stances, fit would, of course, be folly 
to think of using this grain for seed. 
This, however, is an extrem? case. 
The problem to determine is whether, 
under normal circumstances, one may 
expect a larger crop from the use of 
seed grown elsewhere 
farm on which dt is intended to be 
used. Without going into detail, one 
may safely follow the rule to change 
seed only when seed may be obtained 
which possesses a higher 
development and vigour than the 
home-grown. This is assuming that 
the home*zrown seed belongs to a 
suitable variety for the district and 
is free from noxious impurities. If 
these latter provisions are not com- 
plied with, the seed, of course, should 
not be used under any circumstances. 
Farmers who contemplate changing 
their seed and whose sed is reason- 
ably good, at present would be well 
advised to procure some first class 
registered seed through the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association at Ottawa 
and test this in comparison with their 
own. This is a relatively inexpensive 
practice which might well be adopted 
periodically by every farmer and with 
all classes of crop.

PRINTING PRESS

My Dear Sir: 


interesting. Well, here is one thing 
among the many that I thought very 
interesting. 

A short time ago my son and I visit- 
ed the office of The St. Louis Post 
Dispatch, and there I saw something 
that I thought was quite 
After looking over their ordinary 
presses, which were more than our 
ordinary presses, the guide took us 
down to the basement, and there we 
saw the wonderful. There were six 
large presses (Only one was running), 
where they could place a large roll of 
white paper onthe roller at one end of 
the machine, tthe roll weighing from 
12 to 13 hundred pounds, and start 
the machinery going, and that parer 
was coming through that press as 
fast-as we would go through the air 
when our Cars are running 20 miles 
an hour, and coming out of the other 
end of the machine all printed on both 
sides, cut, folded and counted at the 
rate of four hundred papers a minute. 
How ‘s that for printing? Why that 
would beat the “World’—I mean our 
“World’ at Sylvan Lake. Yes, sir, 
400 papers printed on both sides, cut, 
folded and ‘counted and shoved out on 
a table, and every 50th paper was 
given an extra shove, so the man thet 
stood right there all the time would 
grabthem off'in bunches of fifty each 
and lay them in a pile on the table, 
and as soon as an armful was collect- 
ed, another man grabbed them = up 
and took them to the distributing 
room perhaps forty feet away, and it 
took two men to keep that table clear- 
ed. I thought that was some print- 
ing. Remember, this was a thirty-two 
page paper.

Sunday edition. Their Sunday edition 
is a 64-page paper, and that edition 
takes from 480 to 520 of these rolls of 
paper weighing from 12 to 13 hundred

FIGHT OVER PRIEST’S SANITY 


No clash is expected to occur be- 
tween mental experts in Montreal 
when several of them are called be- 
fore the Superior Court on Saturday 
next in the proceedings to obtaim the 
repeal of Abbe Delorme'’s interdiction, 
but the presence of Dr. D. Brochu, 
former, Superintendent of St. Michel 
Asylum, Dr. Brousseau, his successor, 
Dr. D. Roy and Dr. A. Marois, two 
officials of the Province, are expected 
to bring interesting developments. 
While mental experts in Montreal 
generally declare Abbe Delorme_ to 
be insane and thus secured his in- 


carceration to the asylum, Dr. Brochu, 
on the other hand, less than one 
month after his new patient had been 
under observation at the risk of 
bringing back into the Mmelight a 
case which at the time was thought to 
have been definitely dealt with, stated 
that he could not Jonger retain himat 
St. Michel. Ultimately, Delorme was 
released from ,Beauport, but a few 
months after Dr. Brochuu resigned his 
position and was replaced by Dr. 
Brousseau, a French mental expert, 
recognized as one of tthe leading ex- 
perts in mental diseases. He will be 
among the witnesses heard by Justice 
Cousineau, as well as Dr. D. Roy, who 
was Dr. Brochu’s assistant, and Dr. A. 
Marois, now one of the criminologists 
of the Attorney-General’s Department, 
As far as Doctors Brochu, Roy and 
Marois are concerned, there is no 
doubt that their testimony will be to 
the effect that Abbe Delorme is sane. 
What will be the stand of Dr. Brous- 
seau, however, is unknown. tf he 
should state that he had not | yet 
formed his opinion, Delorme may 
suggest through his attorney that he 
be again.placed under observation. In 
fact, in the event of the interdiction 
not being repealed, it is reported 
here that the curator might  inter- 
vene, and suggest that Delorme be de- 
tained until such time as his mental 
status has been exactly established.

LIBERAL MEETING 
AT HESPERO 


On November 24th a Liberal meet- 
ing was held at Hespero which was 
addressed by Mr.J.J.Gaetz, ex-M.P.P., 
and Mr. J. W. Broughton, President of 
the Red Deer Liberal Association. Mr. 
G. Frid was appointed chairman and 
Mr. G. H. Macdonnell secretary pro 
tem, with about 35 in attendance. 


Mr. Gaetz gave a short and interest- 
ing address on Liberalism, its ideals, 
aims, its influence on Canada in the 
past and its work in the future in 
building up the Dominion. It had al- 
ways stood for real and permanent 
progress. He commented upon the 
danger of Communism and quoted the 
present condition of Russia as a strik- 
ing example of its disastrous rule ona 
large scale, and gave the opinion of 
Emma Goldman, a one-time Anarchist, 
that the present regime in Russia was 
infinitely worse than it was under the 
Czars. 

Mr. Broughton dealt exhaustively 
with the financial policy of the Liberal 
government from their accession to 
office in 1906 to their retirement in 
August, 1921, and contrasted it with 
that of their successors from that date 
to the present. When the Liberals 
took office in 1906 there was practically 
no organization, no public buildings, 
roads, bridges, institutions, telephones 
or railways. When they left office in 
August of 1921, the bond indebtedness 
amounted to $57,000,000, for which

Mr. Broughton contrasted the sur- 
pluses of the late government with the 
$3,180,993 of deficits the present Gov- 
ernment had built up in three years. 
Of the motor license revenue, ear- 
marked for roads, $471,939 had been 
illegally directed to other purposes. 
Not one cent of money had been spent 
by the Government in the town muni- 
cipalities, and the upkeep of roads in 
Red Deer had become a very serious 
burden on the taxpayers. 

The present Government came _ into 
power on the cry of economy and a 
fair deal to the farmer, Mr. Broughton 
continued. They had utterly failed on 
both. Instead of economy there had 
been a wild orgie of extravagance; in- 
stead of the money collected for pur- 
poses of transportation to primarily 
benefit the farmer, it had been used 
for other purposes. There had been 
increased taxation, without resultant 
benefit. How much longer could this 
province go on under these conditions? 
In 1921 the income was $8,486,946; this 
year is was $11,052,345, and yet they 
were unable .to pay their way by more 
than half a million dollars. The two 
old parties, with all their faults (and 
they had many) always showed better 
results than they had had from three 
years’ rule of class government. 

The figures he had put before them 
were taken entirely from Government 
records. He had not juggled them in 
any particular; they were essentially 
accurate. He left the results with 
them whether they were satisfied with 
the taxes they were paying and the 
service they were getting from this 
Government, and whether they would 
have more of such group govern- 
ment or trust once more the destinies 
of this great province to the two old 
parties.

The Hospital Board, Red Deer. 


Gentlemen :— 

I submit herewith statement of cash receipts and disbursements 
for the year 1924 from January 1st to October 31st. 

We commenced the year with a cash balance in the Bank, and 
during the year it has not been necessary to borrow any money from 
the Bank, On the contrary, we have received interest on our monthly 
balances, All accounts owing by the Hospital have been paid 
Promptly when due and all are paid up to date. All debentures due 
this year have been paid in full, and we are assured of having a sub- 
stantial cash balance on hand at the end of the year. With the ex- 
ception of the legacy of $2,000.00 and some donations, all improve- 
ments have been paid for out of current revenues. Close attention 
thas been paid to the collection of patients’ accounts and careful 
records of the Hospital work kept. All expenditures have been care- 
fully considered before being made, 

For the first six months of this year the cost per patient day 
in the Red Deer Hospital was the lowest of the 15 municipal hospitals 
in Alberta with the exception of one small hospital in the north.

REDDEER MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL 
To the Citizens of the City of Red Deer:—° 


The citizens of Red Deer have every reason to congratulate 
themselves upon the successful operation of the Red Deer Municipal 
Hospital during the past year. So harmoniously has the work of the 
institution gone on that there has not been even one echo of a com- 
plaint from anyone of the scores of patients admitted during the year. 
The records of the institution show that 354 patients were admitted 
during the ten months ending October 31st, 1924, and from that num- 
ber there were but 25 deaths, or about 7%. This I submit ig a remark- 
able record when one considers that of the patients admitted, major 
operations were performed upon 110. This result rebounds not only 
to the credit of the medical practitioners of this community for their 
care and skill, but also to the superintendent and her excellent staff of 
nurses. 


An institution which is not a financial success is a failure, and 
measured thus in money terms the hospital during the past year has 
been a success. The secretary’s statement discloses that the insti- 
tution, after meeting all its obligations, including the principal and 
interest on the debenture indebtedness, has a cash surplus. of 
$620.76. In addition to this there ere outstanding accounts earned dur- 
ing the yearamounting to at least $1500.00, which will be collected, but 
which is not taken into account in arriving at the result hereinbefore 
set out. The burden of the up-keep after all falls very lightly upon 
the taxpayers and the hospital supporters of Red Deer. The rate of 
taxation for hospital purposes is 2% mills and all residents of Red 
Deer, whether taxpayers or not, who pay at least $6.00, whether 
through taxes imposed for hospital purposes or otherwise, which pay- 
ment must be made during the month of January in every year, are 
themselves, as well as their dependents, entitled to a rate in the hos- 
pital of $1.00 per day, while non-hospital supporters must pay $4.00 
per day and additional charges for operating room, drugs and dress- 
ings. This is a very small rate of insurance for the benefits to be 
derived in the event of sickness. It should be noted that of the ex- 
penditures approximately $3700:00 goes for payment of debentures, 
which if they are met, and there is no reason to suppose that the 
institution will be less successful in the future, then at the expiration 
of ten years, assuming that no further buildings are required, the 
institution will be entirely free from debtt During the past year only 
52 patients who were supporters of the hospital were admitted, or in 
other words the hospital supporters form only 19% of the patients 
admitted during the year. 


The records show that there has been an increase of 75 patients 
admitted during the first ten months of the present year over the 
corresponding period of 1923. This is some indication of the high re- 
gard in which the institution is held in Central Alberta because it is 
to be noted that the institution draws its patients from a wide area. 
This latter fact, of course, is to a large extent due to the very excel- 
lent surgeons practicing their profession in this community. 


There have been additions to the building and the equipment 
and appliances of the institution have been added to during the 
year. The legacy of $2000.00 left by the late Mr. Thomas Sayre, of 
Newburgh, New York, in memory of the late Jennie McLeod, has been 
expended by the Board upon the suggestion and according to the 
wishes of Mrs. E. C. McLeod, in the purchase of the most modern of 
operating tables and in the erection of a sun room or rooms suitably 
situated on the south end of the hospital building. No more lasting 
nor more useful memorial could be conceived of than the sun parlor. 
These rooms will be very much appreciated by the convalescing 
patients as well as the nurses. 


It would be impossible to write a report on the hospital for any 
year and overlook the splendid work done by the several organi- 
zations of ladies in the community who, during every year, contribute 
so much to the success of the institution. It would) be impossible. 
partly because it would be unfair to those ladies, but mostly because 
they are part of the institution and their efforts are of the essence 
of its success. It would be almost as easy in accounting for daylight 
to ignore the existence of the sun. To use the words of Mrs. Findlay, 
the superintendent, “The ladies are just perfect.” The Ladies’ Hos- 
pital Aid has done magnificent work during the year, and aé_ great 
deal of credit is also due the I.0.D.E. for decorating and equipping the 
diet kitchen, as well as the Balmoral Ladies’ Aid for the painting and 
furnishing of a ward.

H. L. Gaetz. In addition to those mentioned above there are dozens 
of individuals who take a deep and kindly interest in different ways 
that greatly adds to the comfort and benefit of the patients and no 
doubt acts as an inspiration to the Superintendent and staff in the 
discharge of their duties. 


The actual work of the institution is carried on by the Superin- 
tendent, Mrs. Findlay, and by Mr. A. T. Stephenson, the Secretary- 
Treasurer, and to these excellent officers too much credit cannot be 
given for the success ‘of the institution. It is to the untiring efforts 
of these officers, together with the helpful work of the efficient staff, 
that most of the credit must go after all, for the successful guiding 
of the work of the institution for the past year. Great credit Is also 
due to every member of the medical profession who practices at the 
hospital for his assistance and help. The recent innovation of holding 
monthly meetings of the staff with the doctors will unquestionably 
add to the efficiency of the members of the staff and thereby to that 
of the institution.
